Q. Fascism was built upon populism, the first fascist movement was called 
sansepolcrismo (it’s in italian), the ideology had a wide and vague approach to 
every issue the country of italy had post WW1, both left and right propaganda just 
to be spread.

A. You really haven't studied fascist philosophy much at all or you'd realize that 
the racial laws weren't instituted until 1938, well after the National Socialists had 
begun implementing their racial laws. Matteotti was not an intellectual; he was a 
politician, and his death is generally considered by historians to be done without 
the knowledge of Mussolini or other fascist hierarchs. In addition, you very 
conveniently forgot to mention the most well known and outspoken intellectual 
critic of fascism, Bemadetto Croce, who lived in Italy during this time period and 
survived unharmed. You may be Italian but your knowledge of the era is less than 
most of the members of this organization, who are American. 


Q. Most of this sounds good but why is it not a good thing to have some form of 
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immigration? If it were me, I would make strict immigration laws, Vet like hell, 
and only take in a small number of individuals a year (example: 10,000) and I 
would only take the best of the best people.

A. Our economy is so large and varied that there shouldn't be any skill which is not 
represented. Typically, when shortages take place within industries it's because of 
government policies which permit businesses to import workers from overseas, 
thereby displacing native workers and discouraging investment in training future 
workers for those industries. The end result is a constant need to import more 
foreign workers due to the lack of will within government and opposition of the 
business sector to the more expensive option of recreating American interest in 
working these jobs. 

When addressing immigration it's also important to keep in mind the sheer number 
of immigrants we've absorbed since our founding. With everyone having come 
from somewhere else and having dual loyalties, there was never developed here a 
purely American consciousness. It's no coincidence that in America we've always 
seen a level of intolerance towards others unrivaled in most other countries. 

There's always been insecurity reflected in such movements; it is a need to feel a 
part of something because in reality we lack this feeling, but want to have it in such 
a bad way. Cutting off immigration completely will give time for these feelings to 
coalesce in both the immigrant communities and the native ones as well.

Iron Hulls Iron Hearts by Ian Walker, The Crowood Press Ltd 2003 

In February of 1941, the first phase of the War in North Africa had come to an 
end, and with it, notions of the fighting ability and quality of Italian troops had 
been formed, notions which despite subsequent events would not change and 
continue to color commentary regarding the North African campaign to this day. 
Admittedly, the disaster, which befell the Italians during Operations Compass, with 
over 100,000 soldiers being taken prisoner, was disastrous, but as Ian Walker 
points out in his book all the major players during the war had at times similar 
experiences: The Russians in the first year of the war, and the British and French 
forces when they were trying to stop the German invasion of the West in 1940. 

Yet, the bravery of those forces was never questioned; it was only the Italians who 
had their character questioned. The book never fully answers the question as to 
why this is, but the author’s insinuation is quite clear. 
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The meat of the book is concerned primarily with three different armoured units 
which composed Italy’s army in North Africa: Ariete, Littorio, and Centauro. We 
are able to follow the creation, development, and evolution of these three units, 
their successes and failures, the specs and quality of their tanks, along with their 
ultimate fates, from the Ariete’s in El Alamein to the surrender of the remaining 
forces in Tunisia. Through these campaigns, a picture begins to take shape, which 
is at odds with conventional histories of the War. When Italian troops went into 
battle they always went in with inferior equipment and, yet, as shown in the book, 
on more than one occasion they came away successful against their better armed 
British opponents. It’s often taken for granted that most of the troops in North 
Africa were Italian, not German. Romel’s successes were not his alone. The 
author isn’t afraid to address if Romel had taken the advice of the Italian Generals 
the disaster which befell the Axis in North Africa could have been avoided.

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Diversity is Our Strength

Despite its portrayal by the media, Fascism is a rather inclusive ideology. In the 
document that started it all. The Doctrine of Fascism, Giovanni Gentile writes; 

“[Fascism is]... the will of the mass, of the whole group ethnically molded 
by natural and historical conditions into a nation, advancing, as one 
conscience and one will, along the self-same line of development and 
spiritual formation. Not a race, nor a geographically defined region, but a 
people, historically perpetuating itself; a multitude unified by an idea and 
imbued with the will to live, the will to power, self-consciousness, 
personality” (Doctrine of Fascism). 
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Thus it seems obvious that fascism was originally devised as a populist (not 
racialist) movement. Of course, there is also a quote straight from Mussolini 
himself that reiterates this point; 

“Race? It is a feeling, not a reality. Ninety-five per cent, at least. Nothing 
will ever make me believe that biologically pure races can be shown to exist 
today. ... National pride has no need of the delirium of race.”(Benito 
Mussolini) 

Only through the ill-advised alliance between Hitler and Mussolini did fascism 
become tainted with the vile stench of racism. We as American fascists must resist 
the temptation to ally ourselves with racialists of any kind. Why? Because we aim 
for the unity of our nation, and the segregation or war of the races would be 
antithetical to that. All we ask is for racial cooperation, much like we ask for class 
collaboration. The American Blackshirts Party’s goal is not to eradicate any race, 
nor promote one over another. 

What about religion? In this country we are as, if not more, divided on the basis of 
religion. The ABP does allow the individual to practice their religion of choice. 
Never again will a people be singled out based on their personal religious beliefs. 
Like our views on race we only ask for the people’s cooperation. You can be an 
atheist, a Jew, a Muslim, or even a Hindu and as long as you follow our codes of 
conduct you will fit right in. At the same time, being a Christian organization, we 
will not only defend the religion, but also implement some of its traditional tenets. 
This, however, does not mean that persecution of minority religions is an 
inevitability, nor a favorable policy. 

What about the dynamic between men and women? The American Blackshirts 
Party encourages people of both sexes to join. We also encourage both to take 
upon themselves the responsibility of leading those they’re surrounded by in 
creating a better America. Currently, maintenance of a career and being a full-time 
Mother is a situation many women are confronted with due to the economic 
circumstances of America. Yet, through the Corporative system women will have 
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the opportunity to have a career as a homemaker. This is because their interests 
will be absorbed into the State as an occupational group. Therefore, homemakers 
will have official representation in the legislature. Additionally, a woman will be 
granted every opportunity a man has to advance herself in any career she chooses. 
That is as long as she (like her male counterpart) puts her familiar duties first 
should she choose to have a family. Like the classes, races, and religions, men and 
women working within the State will have to coordinate with each other to create a 
better nation and future for us all. 

So if the sexes, races, and religions can collaborate, then what of those who are of 
a different sexual orientation, how will they be treated under fascism? Firstly, we 
as fascists believe that the basis of society is the family unit which consists of a 
male, a female, and their children. We recognize the sacredness of the nuclear 
family and thus the immense responsibility of upholding and protecting it that is 
put on State (or the collective if you will). State endorsement of any other types of 
relationships (such as homosexual, polyamorous, etc.) via marriage certificate or 
legal contract will no longer be allowed. This is because it has the effect of 
equalizing those alternative relationships to that of the nuclear family. This 
inevitably leads to the erosion of the ideal, creating something lesser. The family 
is the foundation of much of what we aim to do. Its perpetuation is paramount to 
the order and unity fascists aim to achieve. The social ills we’ve encountered over 
the last 60 or so years have coincided with a significant shift away from the ideal 
family. While this is not the fault of homosexuality itself, the end result of its 
sanction and promotion only reinforces the negative shift away from that which is 
ideal. A restriction of State-approved marriages to one man and one woman, while 
being only a small step, is an essential one if we are to move forward. This will not 
prevent the homosexual community from showing love and affection towards each 
other. It will, however, prevent the lifestyle from being used as a tool to promote 
political, and moral change. At its core, the party seeks to achieve American 
strength and unity. With America’s backbone, the nuclear family, being attacked 
by politicized and inferior familial structures, we cannot achieve either. 


How then is diversity our strength? It is our strength because we need people of all 
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classes, races, and religions within the nation to understand that working together 
for the common good is what is best for the future. Not just for the future of this 
country, but for mankind itself, as our revolution will be the catalyst for many 
others. Our slogan “One Nation One Idea” is appropriate. It really tells you all you 
must know about fascism, that we are a unifying force of all people within the 
country. 
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War of the Worlds: A Fascist 
Conception of the Battle for the 
Soul of Mankind

Again the devil took him up into a very high mountain, and showed him all the kingdoms of 
the world, and the glory of them, and said to him: All these I will give thee, if falling down 
thou wilt adore me. Then Jesus saith to him: Begone, Satan: for it is written, The Lord thy 
God shalt thou adore, and him only shalt thou serve. Then the devil left him; and behold 
angels came and ministered to him. 


—The Gospel of Saint Matthew 4:8-11 

This wisdom of Jesus and the Bible, in general, has never ceased to amaze me. 
There are those who claim that its passages and teachings are antiquated and not 
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relevant in the modem world. The ideas that give rise to this claim are as alien to 
me as visitors from deep space whose origins are of another time and dimension. It 
holds no less tme for Fascism; that there are those who claim it is now irrelevant in 
modernity. One should always remember that these claims come from those who 
wish them to be irrelevant. From our perspective, Fascism has never been more 
relevant than it is today. The tmth is that it is relevant to us because we wish to 
destroy the current system. For those who wish to perpetuate the current system, 
our ideas are irrelevant. They are afraid of the things that we propose. Why is it, 
the reader might ask, that Christendom’s fate seems so bound up and indeed 
traveling a trajectory so parallel to that of fascism? The answer to this question is a 
proof and lifts the veil on a war that is being fought in the world, in our 
workplaces, in the halls of government, and ultimately in our minds. 

The quote referenced from the Gospel of Saint Matthew illustrates a main theme of 
Jesus’ ministry. Namely, that there are in fact two worlds completely at odds with 
each other. I can hardly be credited with having been the first to bring this 
theological theme to light. After all, it was that titan of Christian theology and 
progenitor of western thought, Saint Augustine, who elaborated beautifully on the 
subject in his magnum opus City of God In his book, Saint Augustine expounded 
upon the idea that there were two cities. The City of God and the City of Man. 
Broadly speaking, Jesus and Augustine showed through actions and words that 
indeed there are two interests. The interests of God or the spirit and the interests of 
the world, that the two do not agree, and that they cannot co-exist. These two 
kingdoms or worlds as it were are in fact at constant war with one another, locked 
in a death-match for the fate of mankind and civilization itself. The fact that we can 
see this being played out in our daily lives and the world around us in the ideas we 
either espouse or abhor, and the fact that a little known Jewish carpenter from 
Nazareth turned miracle worker and messiah brought this to our attention 2,000 
years ago should bring shivers down your spine. These worlds, however, are 
identified somewhat differently than the ordinary and simplistic version of good 
and evil. That contrast is as old as time immemorial. Jesus, a bit later in Mathew, 
would again take up this theme but this time in his words and brings the concept to 
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a more acute point. “No man can serve two masters. For either he will hate the 
one, and love the other: or he will sustain the one, and despise the other. You 
cannot serve God and mammon. ” Matthew 6:24. The fact that this teaching was 
one that held great importance for Jesus and the apostles is attested to by the fact 
that it is again expounded upon in the book of James. “Adulterers, know you not 
that the friendship of this world is the enemy of God? Whosoever therefore will be 
a friend of this world, becometh an enemy of God. ” James 4:4. James shows that 
friendliness with the world is in fact infidelity to God whom according to Saint 
Irenaeus is wholly intellect, wholly spirit, wholly light, though he is nothing like 
the light that we know. Extrapolated to a more general meaning we can infer from 
Irenaeus that God, as a theoretical entity, represents the sublime. God represents a 
set of higher values that transcends the material and the world. Thus, participation 
in the one would mean infidelity to the other. 

And now we have already uncovered for the reader the abridging qualities of 
Christianity and Fascism. Namely, adherence to a higher set of values and 
principles other than worldly materialistic things. Both systems of thought and 
philosophies take more into consideration than mammon; which means nothing 
more than money. Both systems, therefore, have found themselves on the wrong 
side of history and the dominant system of thought in the western world and much 
of the rest of the world. If we viewed the western world as a test tube filled with 
culture before the enlightenment we would have seen more or less one 
homogeneous color and chemical. However, when liberalism was added to the test 
tube, the two chemicals did not blend but rather separated. Liberalism settled on 
the top and has slowly eaten away at the culture on the bottom for 500 years. 
Fascism can be seen as a reaction to this eradication of the chemical that was 
forced to settle under the corrosive nature and weight of the one that was poured on 
top of it. Thus, Christianity and Fascism found and still find themselves fighting 
the same fight. It is the illiberal against the liberal,, the City of God against the 
City of Man. The spirit against the world. 


Liberalism is a spirit that possessed the minds of people during the enlightenment. 
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Generally, we can say that there are three facets of liberalism. The head and 
progenitor of all the faces, however, is the liberalization of markets. This is nothing 
less than the deification of mammon. Money is above all the only thing worth 
pursuing in liberalism (which begat capitalism). They are in fact one and the same. 
Was this not the kingdoms of the world and the glory of them that Satan himself 
tested Jesus with? Of course, it is. Liberalism then can be equated with the 
ideology of the world. And it is anathema to the Christian conception of God. 

The fact that the liberalization of markets has resulted in social liberalization is all 
too clear to those who look carefully, for the agents of liberalism are now saying it 
openly. “He who has ears, let him hear”. Matthew 11:15. It is indicative of the 
fact that they believe they no longer have any credible opposition. The pursuit of 
money above all else corrodes and destroys all other values in the end. For 
hundreds of years, the corrosive nature was indeed slow. Neighbors lived far away 
from each other and technology had not yet allowed the speed and ease of 
transmitting ideas. However, when technology did catch up the world wars were 
the result. With the end of World War 2, the debate of national sovereignty had 
been settled. The liberalization of markets and thus the deification of mammon 
could now proliferate the western world. International governing bodies were set 
up, and now the erosion of the one chemical in the test tube by the other 
accelerated to a frightening speed. In the span of 74 years, we have gone from 
deciding national sovereignty to questioning if gender is even part of one’s 
identity. For liberalism, the remnants of the old order it began to eat away at 500 
years ago has to be completely destroyed in order to set civilization on the new 
trajectory. This is why liberalism and capitalism to the fascist must be his or her 
greatest enemy. Social liberalism is the logical result of the liberalization of 
markets. The World Economic Forum has boldly proclaimed: 

In the words of the UN, the fight against homophobia is now, more than 
ever, a 'development imperative'.... By forging an internal culture of 
inclusion that transcends national policies yet is aware of them, companies 
have a tremendous opportunity to leverage their global influence to shape 
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socio-economic progress. 

And again the World Economic Forum states 

The waste of human and economic potential is immense. A report by Out 
Now estimates the US economy could add an extra $9 billion a year if 
companies improved their ability to retain LGBT talent through the 
implementation of inclusive policies. Countries where such policies do not 
exist are missing out: The World Bank estimates India is losing $32 billion a 
year in economic output precisely because of widespread discrimination 
against LGBT people. 

From these excerpts, a few words that represent values should jump out at the 
reader. Waste, potential, development, inclusion, opportunity, leverage, influence, 
and socio-economic progress. These are the values of liberalism. These are the 
values of capitalism. These are the values of the world, of the city of man, of the 
kingdom of Satan. Not a solitary word is mentioned of family, of God, of peace, or 
culture, of traditions, values, of morality or even of humanity. These international 
bodies are deciding our nation’s economic and social policies and they have done 
so through the liberalization of markets first and foremost. The wisdom of the 
Bible should shine through to the reader now more than ever. We Fascists hold on 
to the values that fly in the face of liberalism and capitalism with the ferocity and 
religiosity of the saints to the message of the cross. This war of the worlds as 
spoken of in the Bible plays out in our politics as Fascists today. This is why the 
Bible is all the more relevant today and along with it the relevance of Fascism. 
Those of us who have reacted against the excesses and baseness of liberalism find 
ourselves fighting the world that Jesus and the apostles spoke of. This cabal of 
snakes believes themselves to be doing the best for mankind; which makes them all 
the more dangerous. By forever increasing productivity and therefore profits they 
believe they are benefiting mankind in the most unbiased of ways. Ultimately, it 
comes down to a system of values. They value money and money alone. They have 
dethroned the true God with the false idol of money. Christianity and Fascism, 
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therefore, clearly share a similar fight, the world of the spirit against the world of 
the material or simply the spirit against the world. Do not expect our enemies to 
realize the error of their ways. For even Satan believes himself to be righteous.

Everybody who joins a political party joins for one reason or another. For 
some, it's the promise of a better future, for some the promise of opportunity;

can find within it. For me, the thing that led me to the ABP above all else is 
the notion of family and its importance within our society.

We built the finest 
machinery, the tallest buildings, here in Chicago, the most durable luxuries, 
and did so in the safest working conditions hard fought and won, and 
achieved the highest standard of living. And where are we now? 

We have been duped into believing our standard of living is increasing. We 
buy imports to make us feel wealthy, we finance purchases we can’t afford, 
and we spend our time working off our debt. Our standard of living is 
financed by balance sheets. Who are the American people, but a product of a 
mode of production? We the people become we the consumers. Look at the 
deficit and the recent projections. We must start looking out for ourselves. 
Buy American, strengthen our work-force, put food on American’s tables and 
a paycheck to sustain their families and homes. 

We have homeless Americans. We have jobless Americans. Underemployed, 
neck high in debt, paycheck to paycheck. What about our own people? 
Where’s the open hand of opportunity for those Americans left behind by the 
American dream? The US is one of the lowest public spending countries of 
the OECD, the Organization for Economic Co-operation and Development, 
in terms of helping its people find work, less than .2% of GDP. This will be 
addressed, with the corporate bodies creating employment agencies that will 
seek out labor to fulfill the demands needed by industry. We also need to 
look towards our future labor force. 

We need a better education system, one that starts off early in the high school 
process and begins grooming people for their profession, with actual training 
translatable to a resume. How many of you have student loan debt? I do. Yes, 
I signed that deal with the devil. Money owed to the government’s loan 
shark. 
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We need to restructure the financing of higher education, for having an 
educated population will lead to labor market advantages in the future 
markets. Education for all, yes, but for those who have the ability to achieve 
an education. A national endowment for state-run universities to match 
private endowments should help. 

And finally, we need to take better care of our people. An outdated and 
overpriced healthcare system driven by risk assessment and constant patent 
fights has led to an overbearing race to drive up healthcare costs while 
affording worse care. 

We have advanced medical technologies that have elevated the duration of 
life well beyond the natural, and yet we have failed to improve the health of 
our people, proof by our life expectancy compared to other industrialized 
countries. It is this very advancement that has put us into this predicament. 
The profit motive of capitalism has led to skyrocketing costs of care, and 
more so under the Affordable Care Act than before. We provide care, but not 
solutions. We need an expansion of healthcare to all working people, part 
time and full time, to cover them in their time of need. 

US healthcare costs are one of the highest in the world. What is contributing 
to the costs? New technology and new drugs. Competition between firms that 
provide services leads to constant upgrades in technology, and the supply 
side costs of research and development get passed onto the consumers. 
Another is the rise in chronic diseases which lead to an unhealthy population. 
As well, the high administrative costs associated with insurance, private and 
public. Also, consider that elsewhere in the world, physicians make less than 
their US counterparts. 


Other OECD countries have found that basing their premiums on income, 
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rather than risk, helps to control for rising premium costs as we see here. 
Some countries also have no deductibles, while in the US, deductibles and 
premiums outpace wages in terms of growth. Other countries often negotiate 
between the payer and the provider for prices. Germany included a budget 
confine, so if a medical provider went over their budget of allowed services, 
they would not be reimbursed. This incentivized providers to not opt for 
expensive and often unnecessary procedures. Canada has a unique single 
payer system which is distributed across their provinces, where regional 
funds provide payments. 

We offer a system in which working people pay into a general fund that 
controls and distributes the reimbursement for the provision of care, while 
changing community rating to be based on profession, and creating a single 
payer system in which the fund is managed by a federally appointed 
committee. A single-payer system will be able to take on the pharmaceutical 
manufacturers and control for prices. Coverage can be bought directly from 
the government through employers within a corporate organization, with 
premiums adjusted for incomes and not risk. Coverage can be voted on and 
implemented by the corporate bodies themselves. 

The current system is only a part of the problem. We need to take better care 
of ourselves. Eat healthier, exercise more, be in our best shape. The dividends 
paid from good health is true wealth. This will be a good starting point. No 
system is perfect from the start, and in time, we can achieve a workable 
solution to our health problems. 

The divisiveness of a two-party political system restrains the potential to fix 
the problems the country is facing. Extremism grows on either side of the 
aisle. It is more and more common that the government shuts down than 
functions to the benefit of our people. Yet we are told this is the best system. 
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Rome was a republic, the same as the United States. However, Rome was not 
reborn; it burned down to the ground. And the flames are all around us. We 
are forging through the desert trying to find the promised land. It is up to us, 
the people. We have a future to forge. And that future will be forged by the 
American Blackshirts Party. 

You all came here because you want to do something. Start off small. Help in 
your community. A food drive can lead to a fortune. Always hold a door for a 
lady. Hit the gym or go for a jog. Gain new friends. Build networks. Grow. 
Push forward eagerly, for the future awaits you. An act today can lead to a 
better tomorrow. Forward, my friends; tomorrow awaits us! 
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The Importance of Culture

As many of you know and for those who may not know I am the regional 
director of the eastern region as well as the director of religious affairs. While 
I am a Christian, I see it as my larger duty to ensure that ample attention is 
paid to that aspect of the fascist ideal that perhaps most greatly distinguishes 
it from both its capitalist and communist detractors, namely, all matters not 
pertaining to the infatuation of materialistic subjects; what we can call “the 
spiritual”. 

Now I don’t have to tell you all where we currently stand in this country on 
the issue of religion in the public sphere. It’s not just frowned upon; it's being 
chased clean out of our culture. And that is because liberal culture has no use 
for it. The Marxists of the 19th and 20th centuries saw religion as the quote 
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“opiate of the people”. This “opiate” they claimed kept the working classes 
down by feeding them lies about a wonderful afterlife where the poor will 
receive their rewards because they stored up their treasure in heaven, while 
here on the earth the rich built up their treasures. This belief in the rosy 
afterlife the Marxists said placated the poor and kept them from raising a 
hand against their masters the bourgeoisie. 

Today in modernity you have just the opposite. It is now the rich who most 
benefit from the nation doing away with religion exactly because they have 
constructed an economic machine that views traditional religion as a barrier 
and a hindrance to their making money through the inducement of sick 
consumerism and the general culture of drunkenness and depravity it depends 
upon for survival. 

It is often lost on people today that Jesus the person was a revolutionary. A 
radical among radicals. The cross was reserved for Jesus as punishment 
because the Roman Empire deemed him a threat to the rule of Caesar himself 
and therefore guilty of sedition. But I’m not here today to preach a sermon or 
give a history lesson on the life and times of Jesus Christ but to illustrate to 
you that from the very beginning the message of Jesus was a threat to the 
ruling classes because Jesus preached against any system of values where 
money was the beginning, the means, and the end and in this nation where 
the system was constructed to give rise to many Caesars at the expense of the 
many more average folks; the message of Jesus of Nazareth has become all 
the more intolerable for them today. 

Jesus’ main social themes were simplicity, unworldliness, and morality. But, 
he also preached duty to God, duty to fellow Christians and other human 
beings in general, and it was precisely this sense of duty that Sir Oswald 
Mosley appealed to when he stated that fascism takes directly from the 
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Christian faith the ideal of duty and service to others. But in a world of 
Kardashians, sexual liberation, stock exchanges, and otherwise hedonistic 
individualism and pop culture, this simply is not acceptable. 

From this analysis, we see very clearly that liberal culture and capitalism are 
inexorably linked and bound together in unholy union. Therefore, I 
emphatically declare here at this national congress that the ABP stands 
resolutely against both. 

The culture of Christianity can coincide with fascism because they closely 
share many of the same ideals. The Christian culture cannot, however, share a 
culture with liberalism, modernity, and capitalism because these cultures are 
totally at odds with a true Christian culture. It is no longer normal to be 
Christian or an adherent to many other traditional religions in the face of our 
liberal culture but it has, in fact, become revolutionary once again just as in 
the days when the early Christians suffered martyrdom at the hands of wild 
beasts in Rome. It is therefore revolutionary that the ABP aims to once again 
set the Christian religion and its credos back in the national sunlight as the 
standard bearer and touchstone of our culture. 

This is not to say we wish to exclude those who espouse other religions from 
civic and national participation. We have adherents of other religions in our 
very leadership. However, we realize that America is still a Christian nation 
despite the constant attacks from private interest groups, lawyers, judges, and 
our own government. 75-80% of all Americans self identify as Christian and 
the US holds within its borders the largest Christian population in the entire 
world. It is self-evident, therefore, that the organic national culture bears this 
religion and already is a unifying force. Hence, the role of any proper and 
ethical state should be to promote and protect this force as a cultural and 
societal good. 
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Unfortunately, our current state has been all too willing to stand idly by while 
a clear minority are allowed to attack it through its official organs, thereby 
effectively accommodating the whole lurid affair. This attack on religion in 
this nation will be at an end with the election of our party to the government. 

And here we can draw a clear line in the sand between our doctrine which is 
illiberal and the general liberal doctrine of our government as handed down 
to us by the founding fathers. The liberal system that we have in place today 
is not a perversion of what Jefferson, Madison, and Washington gave us but 
its logical conclusion. It is a terribly bitter pill to swallow for your average 
American conservative to inform them of the truth, that these founding 
fathers, the majority of them, were not Christians at all but were adherents of 
a belief called Deism. Deism says that there is a God but that after he created 
the heavens and the earth he went away to some confined region of the 
cosmos and forgot all about mankind and left him to his own devices. 

Why does this matter? Well not only does it fly in the face of any Christian 
notion about the nature of God but also because it should come as no surprise 
then that the philosophies the founders imbued our government which 
believes much the same thing. That the role of the state is by and large to 
leave things alone and society will progress or regress however blindly it 
may; no matter the outcome. 

250 years later what we have is this joke of a political system which is 
completely alien and foreign to the people with the appearance of a choice 
and awash in money influences and I am here to tell you today that there is 
not a dime’s worth of difference between the Republican and the Democratic 
parties. It was for this general reason the formation of the ABP was an 
absolute necessity. The current state of paralysis in our government and its 
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ineffectual ability to get anything of import done for the people demanded it. 

Up until now, I have spoken largely about matters specifically pertaining to 
religion. But what if you’re not religious? Of what relevance is the spirit to 
you who may not see the importance of religion in our culture and the 
otherwise collective well-being of the nation? As I stated earlier, we can 
broadly define the spiritual as all things that do not specifically pertain to the 
materialistic well being of a society. It should go without saying that this is 
by far the largest portion of the human experience. 

If we were to travel back into the mists of time to the earliest known hominid 
relative of humans outside of Australopithecus, we would see that this 
earliest ancestor of man had some inkling of burial ritual. This proves that at 
the heart of human relations is a very deep spiritual connection, and it 
separates us from the animal kingdom. It proves that we aren’t just connected 
to one another in the here and now but through the generations. It must 
become painfully obvious then that we aren’t isolated individuals as 
liberalism tells us but rather we are the apex example of the collective as a 
species. This connection is something that cannot be measured with 
mathematics or any instrument. It is an immaterial phenomenon that we can 
only refer to as spirit. 

The earliest civilizations and later the great philosophers knew that the 
maintenance of this human spirit was of very great importance and much 
thought was given to it but now the world views such matters as completely 
irrelevant in the face of so-called science and hard provable facts in a lab. As 
we have moved into modernity, we have advanced greatly in material well 
being but we are no closer to being happy. In fact, we are tormented daily by 
material wants and inequalities. 
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The system of capitalism is built directly upon these very materialistic things 
that make us unhappy. This lays bare the plain fact that materialism is a 
hollow philosophy for any ideology to espouse or at least an incomplete one. 
This is why the ABP maintains we must also have a state that concerns itself 
with the spiritual well being of the nation. 

The horrors that this neglect has managed to inflict upon the nation by the 
liberal state is all too clear. The opioid and otherwise drug epidemic is tearing 
apart communities all over the country, and our government’s only answer is 
deterrence or in some cases legalization. Well, we say you cannot adequately 
address this problem and many other problems like it unless you address the 
problems inherent in our culture. These are societal ills with roots that run 
deep. You don’t destroy a weed in your yard by mowing over it; you have to 
yank it up by its roots and that is, in essence, is the difference between the 
current system and the system that we would institute. 

In the Indian epic known as the Ramayana, the early portion of the story tells 
of a king who tries to lure a young ascetic to his kingdom for good luck by 
sending him a consort of beautiful women and other treasures that in the 
author’s words say “agitate the mind”. Now, this is important because here 
you have a very ancient text first put into print about 500 years before Christ 
walked the earth, and here is evidence that people were already well aware 
that living a worldly materialistic life agitated the mind. 

Fast forward 2500 years with all our modern science and materialistic 
advances, and the best we’ve managed to devise is a system fueled by the 
very things that agitate the minds of men! No wonder we are unhappy and 
sick as a society! Unfortunately, it would appear true that we aren’t as smart 
as we think we are. 
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Pornography is allowed to be manufactured and peddled in this country 
without objection and the Supreme Court says that’s fine and dandy, but they 
turn right around and ban prayer in schools. 

An overly sexualized society and the attack on the church, not to mention an 
economic system that makes having a family difficult, means that more 
pregnancies are a result of wedlock, not a stable home. This leads to demand 
for abortions and the state allows it because it’s been made into big business 
and because it has been enshrined in a very perverted notion of “human 
rights”. 

I will never forget the day when it first became crystallized in my head that 
something is so deeply wrong with this system it cannot be straightened out 
from within by the established parties and politicians, and that was the day 
my state’s duly voted upon ban on gay marriage was overturned by some 
judge somewhere who decided it was unconstitutional, whatever that means 
anymore. It was then I knew democracy is a sham and that liberal culture 
would win out no matter what until we destroyed it. 

Now the so-called LGBTQ movement and subsequent culture is big money. 

It is just one more market to exploit and this is another example of the unholy 
union of liberalism and capitalism. When it comes to transgenderism and 
homosexuality our culture of money and liberalism, modernity itself has 
taken what used to be widely acknowledged as mental health issues and 
turned it into a nauseating costume party. As a matter of fact, just a few days 
ago, the World Health Organization re-categorized transgenderism so that it 
won’t be listed as a mental health disorder any longer. When you hack off an 
arm they say you’re looney but when you start removing some other parts, 
that’s perfectly normal. This is how militant liberalism is. It infects 
everything, even the World Health Organization. In this case and many others 
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like it, true science and the well being of people have become a secondary 
concern,, the main concern being to agree with liberal culture. 

As we continue to grow and begin to enter the mainstream of the political 
arena, insult upon insult will be hurled at us, and we will be called vile 
names. It will not be so different than when insults were hurled at Jesus as he 
suffered the passion or that different than when other leaders and visionaries 
went against the dominant powers of the day. There will be those who will 
self righteously and arrogantly call us intolerant. I am here to say to those 
people today that if standing up for what is right and for what is morality 
born out of love for one’s country and fellow man makes us intolerant, then I 
am not ashamed to say, "yes we are intolerant." 

We are absolutely intolerant of innocent children being murdered in the 
womb. We are intolerant of those who live to do nothing but breed division 
among the sexes and, hence, civilization itself. We are intolerant of marriage 
being destroyed by those who hate this most basic and loving of human 
institutions. And, yes, we are absolutely intolerant of transgender ideology 
being forced upon the little children during that abomination of what has 
come to be called “Drag Queen Story Hour”. Yes, we are intolerant of these 
things and I, for one, will make no apologies for it. But we aren’t intolerant 
of these things because of hate but because of love for country and the 
spiritual fabric thereof. 

All of this neglect of the spiritual well being of the country hasn’t only 
resulted in unhappiness but mass casualties. Think of the lives that could 
have been saved from the scourge of AIDS had we had a state that saw fit to 
look after the spiritual needs of the nation and uphold a culture that supported 
the family. The gun violence, the school shootings, the domestic violence, 
and the skyrocketing suicide rate is not indicative of a healthy society but 
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rather is indicative of one that is terminally ill. The “you're on your own” 
mentality of the liberal state has clearly failed! And the best our politicians 
can do is sit at their desks of rich mahogany in the hallowed halls of Congress 
and argue about how one side his going to get over on the other so as to better 
position themselves for the next election! This neglect by the current system 
isn’t just tragic; it is criminal. 

I would venture to guess that it was the realization of these things that drove 
us to the ABP and become workers for this movement. None of us woke up 
one morning and said hey I think I want to be a fascist out of the blue. For 
most of us, it was something of a spiritual journey fraught with doubt and 
even feelings of shame. Because, as fascists, we care very deeply about our 
country and our fellow countrymen but are told day in and day out that to 
stand against this evil system and bureaucracy that presides in Washington is 
to be un-American. 

To those here and to those listening at home I would say that it is only 
un-American when you cease to be concerned with the well being of 
Americans and it is this government and its worthless politicians that have 
time and again proven that they care nothing at all for the average American 
so long as the only God, money, continues to be served and their wallets stay 
fat. 

Under the current system, this way of life stokes class hatred, but we will 
offer a new system that bridges the chasm of rich, poor, and government in 
this country. We will sow among the population a sense of belonging and 
graft all men and women into a national consciousness where true freedoms 
are realized and their capacities and abilities as human beings will be 
multiplied. And where the liberal state has ignored the spiritual needs of a 
nation and utterly failed it, we will view it as our God-given duty to 
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resolutely tend to them as a shepherd tends to his flock. Thank you. 

Fascism as Self-Expression

Taking an active interest in politics, I routinely come across testimonies from 
individuals either actively participating in politics or having a desire to do so. 
Almost unanimously, the rationales given have to do with saving the world, 
making the environment livable, or creating a better world for their children 
and grandchildren. If you didn’t know better you’d think of politics as a 
profession as being holier than the Church. It’s no wonder that not a word 
that comes out of politician’s mouths is believed. People are often criticized 
for being stupid and ignorant, when in reality what is lacking is the ability to 
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apply knowledge. Consequently, what results from cognitive thought often 
comes across as babble, while the mind at its elemental level is much sharper. 
There have been numerous occasions we’ve all been through where we can 
sense danger, even when we lack the ability to see it. Alternatively, our 
decisions regarding potential romantic partners are often made before fully 
getting to know the person. Usually, a lack of knowledge is not the basis of 
these decisions but rather upon the ability of the brain to process bits and 
pieces of information and extrapolate a probable outcome based upon 
previous patterns. Imagine ignoring these mental impulses for the sake of a 
theory. Imagine the disastrous relationships, the physical dangers we would 
constantly subject ourselves. More often than not the ignoring of our natures 
in place of an air of intellectual superiority is not a reflection of the superior 
intelligence of the latter but, the need to compensate for a lack thereof. The 
populace should never be underestimated; they’re much more intelligent than 
what they’re given credit for being. The voting into office of demagogues, 
the infatuation with reality shows, alcoholism, drug abuse, are not the 
consequences of a stupid mind, but rather the outgrowth of a view of a world 
which lacks meaning; that the short-term benefits of pleasure outweigh the 
benefits from a life of sobriety in an existence void of meaning. There’s an 
unfortunate individual rationality at work which runs proportional to social 
decline. When our inner natures are ignored at the expense of theories and 
doctrine individuals are cut off from the most important aspects of their inn er 
selves and become nothing more than a theoretical person. This is not to say 
that there isn’t a role for book learning, philosophy and the other academic 
disciplines; in fact, society cannot progress without them. The individual who 
survives purely on instinct is just as much a theoretical individual as the 
individual who defines himself/herself purely on intellect. It’s a synthesis of 
the two which make us who we are. Academic knowledge helps us to refine, 
organize thoughts, and articulate our ideas. In turn, this process helps to 
create new ideas and bring out aspects of ourselves we never knew existed. 
Learning itself is not simply the accumulation of knowledge but an act of 
creation. As fascists, we have to think about this. Why are we here? Why do 
we believe how we do? Are we in love with ideas and theories which are 
autonomous from our inner selves? Alternatively, is our idea of fascism 
native to who we are? Is it an extension of our individual natures? 
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For about the last twenty years I’ve been a huge fan of a rock singer, named 
John Payne. The first time I experienced listening to John’s voice was as the 
lead singer of the reformed supergroup, ASIA. It wasn’t until a few years ago 
that I finally was able to see him sing live in person, at a show in Las Vegas. 
Now, at this time, the original ASIA had gotten back together and Payne was 
unfortunately left out. However, he still had rights to much of the material he 
sang as Asia’s lead singer and continued to tour under the ASIA name. This 
alternative ASIA didn’t have the drawing power that the original foursome 
had, so many times John Payne’s version would play to sparsely populated 
audiences. The Vegas show I attended was no different; there couldn’t have 
been more than 30 people in attendance. This begs the question, "why did 
Payne still bother?" The money he was making if any had to be sparse. The 
answer lies in human nature and the question of why are we here. Like Payne, 
there are any number of musicians and actors who engage in their trade who 
go unnoticed by most, but continue to put out new material until they’re 
physically incapable of performing. Contemporary society, which relegates 
the spiritual to religious formalism and everything else to utilitarian desires, is 
incapable of comprehending action motivated by creative necessity. We’re 
all born with different talents, abilities, and likes and within each of us is a 
desire to express these unique gifts and in a sense perpetuate our own 
immortality through the construction of works reflective of ourselves. There’s 
no utilitarian need connected with creativity. It’s not a reflection of financial 
greed, envy, or want. Pure and simple it’s an inner desire which cannot be 
explained rationally. John Payne continues to sing despite the lack of material 
rewards because that’s what he does and is. He creates through his music. 

Just like an artist who knows that his paintings will never see the light of day. 
Regardless, he would continue to paint. Self-expression is at the core of who 
we are and how we remain emotionally healthy and balanced. The key is the 
philosophy which acts as a filter for that self-expression. Philosophy can give 
structure and form to expression, making it beautiful to the eyes, ears, and 
hearts. However, it can also serve to pervert, making our pursuit of creativity 
into money-making ventures and the lust for pleasure at the expense of 
everything else. 
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At the opposite end of the spectrum is a friend of mine, let’s call him Rick 
who tried his hand at writing a few years back and at the time asked me to 
review the manuscript for a book he was writing. I was amazed at what I had 
read; there were a creativity and writing style which far exceeded my own, so 
much so that there had to be an inborn talent within Rick. Unfortunately, the 
market for books in contemporary society isn’t what it used to be and Rick 
was unable to find a publisher for his works. Without the prospect of 
financial gain, Rick gave up writing. The degree of Rick’s talent suggests 
writing is in his nature. However, his willingness to give it up so easily 
suggests that the philosophy which governs his life is utilitarian in nature, 
viewing writing as a tool, not as an outgrowth of who he is as an individual. 
With this view of the world as a guide, there cannot be a right, a wrong, 
values are meaningless as they reflect the values of the marketplace, supply 
and demand no longer are considered a tool limited in scope but an 
all-encompassing guide from which to live by. 

The degree of insidiousness of utilitarianism is reflected in how it infects all 
aspects of our society. Almost all of our actions are guided by the invisible 
hand of self-interest. At a young age, our parents tell us the importance of 
going to college, not to learn and become a better-rounded individual but to 
get a good job and make a lot of money. Sports, instead of being a character 
building experience for youth has instead become a means to either get a 
scholarship to college or make a lot of money. It’s become standard for 
American businesses to engage in a wide variety of charitable causes, not 
because the CEO is a charitable individual, but because charity spreads name 
recognition and is good for the bottom line. Facebook, Instagram, and other 
social media platforms had the potential to be an outlet for individuals to 
express themselves, but have degenerated into means for people to draw 
attention to themselves. Everywhere you look human nature has been 
squashed by the desire to acquire wealth and riches. In a world where 
everything and everybody has become a commodity, meaning and originality 
have no place. 

It’s at this point we have to look in the mirror and reflect upon our own 
worldview and outlook. Are we more like John Payne or Rick? The fact that 
you’re a member of this party tells me that each one of you here is by nature 
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a fascist, but what is the philosophy that guides you? Is it one that brings out 
your inner nature and creativity or is it the materialist, utilitarianism which 
disconnects individuals from their inner selves and quashes creativity? 

The fact of human differentiation means that not everyone can be a fascist, it 
takes a certain mentality and a way of seeing the world before philosophy 
gives it shape and form. Someone attracted to chaos, who is repulsed by 
obligations is not in their heart a fascist. But if you can visualize progress 
through obedience to a hierarchy or if the community in which you live, and 
the family that you belong to is more than just material but has a transcendent 
aspect then in your heart you may be a fascist. It's probably this aspect more 
than any other which has led you to the ABP, and ultimately it’s what lead 
me to create the party. However, our nature’s having lead us here does not 
mean that we have fully embraced fascism with its philosophy guiding our 
existence. Being raised and taught contemporary doctrines all our lives, the 
temptation is always there to look and view the world through utilitarian 
eyes. Someone brought up to think that his worth is defined by the amount of 
money he makes and his worldly success will bring this mindset to the 
political table. 

This is not to say that there isn’t room for optics and tailoring a message for 
public consumption. Politics is about not only making the law but also 
communicating to the public the ends and purposes of these laws. The 
central point though is not to abandon who we are in the process. To advocate 
for an ideal other than fascism and at odds with what we believe in the hope 
of garnering support for the ABP in the future is the ideology of the 
Salesman, it serves to disconnect you from your roots and separates the 
philosophy from the individual. If you base your decision whether to be 
active or not based upon the activity of others, you’re making a calculated 
decision weighing cost and benefits, an idea useful for the businessman but 
not so to politically involved individuals. If you’re considering leaving your 
membership in the party based upon a disagreement over a particular issue 
you’re ignoring one of the basic tenets of fascism, which is everything comes 
under the State’s umbrella, even policy differences. In our own way, the 
ABP is the most tolerant of contemporary parties when it comes to tolerating 
dissent. Try disagreeing on an issue like abortion in the Democratic or 
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Republican Parties, and see how far you would go. To consider your pet issue 
as above everything else is to embrace modernism and its focus on the self. 

Ultimately, if you get anything out of this I would hope it would be to 
acknowledge yourself as a fascist, not because it’s going to save the country 
or advocate for more freedom; even our opponents believe they’re doing the 
same thing, but because it is who you are. While we all fight for success, 
victory is never guaranteed, but the battle still needs to be waged. The books 
we read, the papers we write, the speeches we give, should all be done with 
the state of mind that these activities are acts of creation, done not to 
accumulate, but to create, to bring together nature and intellect, action and 
thought. Once this has been accomplished our potential and our message will 
be limitless. 
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Talking Politics With Brazil’s 
Integralists

1. What are the values which the ABP stands for? 


Our motto is "One Nation, One Idea, which when broken down into its 
component parts means the recognition of the differences which characterize 
the American population, whether it be racial, religious, or occupational and 
bringing those under the umbrella of the State, where individuals as part of 
the State can become conscious that the differences they have are outweighed 
by the need to work together to form a better future, not only for themselves 
but for future generations. This is how we interpret the fascism of the 
interwar era and this what we intend to bring to this country, an idea built 
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upon the notion of the Nation and State being spiritual in nature, the only idea 
capable of effectively combating the materialism and atomizing shift of the 
modern age. 

2. The United States of America, its foundation and politics are 
commonly associated with liberalism. That being so, what shall be the 
essence of the true American nationalism? What is America? 

Many people are under the mistaken assumption that nationalism is 
embracing unreservedly your nation’s past. We reject this notion. Nations 
,like individuals, are composed of both positive and negative historical 
experiences; the failure to differentiate between these is a reflection of 
ignorance and inattentional blindness. America’s founding fathers were the 
product of Enlightenment era thinking, and that’s reflected in their writings 
and historical documents. Most other nationalist movements will try to find 
ways around this by misinterpreting their writings, but we believe the only 
way to establish a firm foundation for nationalism in this country is through 
honest dialogue. Accordingly, we express our disagreement with much of 
what the founders produced in terms of the Constitution and our desire to see 
it replaced with a governing document more reflective of contemporary 
reality. 

While America has always been characterized by strong families and 
dedication to a religious ideal, the deification of liberal democracy and the 
founding fathers have produced a disaster politically, a disaster which the 
American people have until recently been able to stay strong. However, the 
recent deterioration of our economic and social structure is directly related to 
the rot of our political system. The only effective way to address this 
problem is through systematic change. In the economic arena, it is through 
Corporatism and in the political realm through a philosophical and structural 
change reflecting a view of sovereignty as being inherent not within 
individuals but within the State. We realize that these ideas may be 
perceived as un-American due to their being at odds with the founders' ideals. 
However, it is for that very reason that we consider ourselves true 
nationalists. The willingness to sacrifice oneself for an idea for the sake of 
the future of his children and their children is the definition of nationalism.

3. For the ABP, what should be the USA’s geopolitical role around the 
world, the Middle East and Latin America? What about the so-called 
Pax Americana? 

Foreign policy is probably the most difficult issue to address because it 
involves a very dynamic environment where the main players are constantly 
changing and policy needs to be based upon the national interest, which also 
can change. However, that national interest we define differently than most 
others. To us, the national interest is supporting movements aligned with us 
philosophically. We have a saying that “a fascist island in a sea of 
democracies cannot last." This would be reflected in our support of such 
groups as Baathists in the Middle East, with special support going to Bashar 
Assad’s government, along with a changing view of Vladimir Putin and 
Russia, who, despite their recent interference in American politics, provides 
the most potential to be a bulwark against further inroads of liberal 
democracy. This change of foreign policy objectives would also necessitate a 
reconsideration of Pax Americana, which in the first place was probably 
unrealistic and in the long run is going to lead to bitterness amongst States 
which feel their sovereignty being overrun. A much more stable long term 
order would be composed of regional power blocs with a dominant member 
policing its own region and keeping order. The assumption behind this is that 
due to geographical affinity, there would also be an ideological affinity. The 
same would apply to Latin America, although there would have to be a 
greater emphasis here on strategic cooperation with the United States. 

Ideally, one or more regional powers in the area sympathetic to American 
interests could maintain order in the region. It’s preferable given American 
history in Latin America that we maintain a hands-off approach as much as 
possible. 

4. Lastly, what message would the ABP like to send to Brazilian 
Integralists? 


As a history buff, I have to tell you how pleased I am to know that 
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Integralism is still going strong in Brazil. I’ve done some research into the 
original party, and they really were prophets ahead of their own time. It may 
not appear so in news accounts, but the ideas you espouse in Brazil have 
significant support here in the United States. The problem is that we’re 
trapped in a two party system which leaves people unwilling to take a chance 
and vote for new ideas and people because of the fear of having a political 
party they detest assume power. This lesser of two evils mindset is not only 
what we in the United States have to overcome but you as well and if we 
work together to achieve this goal then in time we will assume power and 
create a better place to live for our families.

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finding a legislative issue on their website, sending emails and making phone calls 
to your legislators on the specific bill(s), and networking with other FAIR 
members in the process. Through this action and outreach, we will support an end 
to immigration while also exposing a new audience to our own political platform. 
This is just one example of leveraging established and larger groups to pursue our 
own agenda while creating connections with like-minded Americans who agree 
with us on one or more issues. 

While Russia, China, and others eagerly anticipate the American collapse so they 
can pick us apart like vultures and the capitalists seek to further enslave us via 
materialistic hedonism, the American Blackshirts Party will continue to be the 
force seeking to unite America, eradicate the continuing socio-economic warfare, 
break the slave chains of capitalism, and birth a new dawn of American 
supremacy. For those familiar with the rise of Mussolini in Italy, there is no 
denying some of the parallels of post-WWI Italy with that of today’s America. Our 
government is proving itself incapable of fixing looming issues, which are 
multiplying and growing into crises, the police are standing by in liberal cities like 
Portland while Antifa viciously assaults journalists and patriotic activists, and 
unnecessary war has left us in major debt and off-balanced.

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The Idea of the State

The development in extenso of the Idea of the State belongs to the Philosophy of 
Jurisprudence; but it must be observed that in the theories of our time various 
errors are current respecting it, which pass for established truths, and have become 
fixed prejudices. We will mention only a few of them, giving prominence to such 
as have a reference to the object of our history. 

The error which first meets us is the direct contradictory of our principle that the 
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state presents the realization of Freedom; the opinion, viz., that man is free by 
nature, but that in society, in the State — to which nevertheless he is irresistibly 
impelled — he must limit this natural freedom. That man is free by Nature is quite 
correct in one sense; viz., that he is so according to the Idea of Humanity; but we 
imply thereby that he is such only in virtue of his destiny — that he has an 
undeveloped power to become such; for the “Nature” of an object is exactly 
synonymous with its “Idea.” But the view in question imports more than this. 

When man is spoken of as “free by Nature,” the mode of his existence as well as 
his destiny is implied. His merely natural and primary condition is intended. In this 
sense a “state of Nature” is assumed in which mankind at large are in the 
possession of their natural rights with the unconstrained exercise and enjoyment of 
their freedom. This assumption is not indeed raised to the dignity of the historical 
fact; it would indeed be difficult, were the attempt seriously made, to point out any 
such condition as actually existing, or as having ever occurred. Examples of a 
savage state of life can be pointed out, but they are marked by brutal passions and 
deeds of violence; while, however rude and simple their conditions, they involve 
social arrangements which (to use the common phrase) restrain freedom. That 
assumption is one of those nebulous images which theory produces; an idea which 
it cannot avoid originating, but which it fathers upon real existence, without 
sufficient historical justification. 

What we find such a state of Nature to be in actual experience, answers exactly to 
the Idea of a merely natural condition. Freedom as the ideal of that which is 
original and natural, does not exist as original and natural. Rather must it be first 
sought out and won; and that by an incalculable medial discipline ‘ of the 
intellectual and moral powers. The state of Nature is, therefore, predominantly that 
of injustice and violence, of untamed natural impulses, of inhuman deeds and 
feelings. Limitation is certainly produced by Society and the State, but it is a 
limitation of the mere brute emotions and rude instincts; as also, in a more 
advanced stage of culture, of the premeditated self-will of caprice and passion. 

This kind of constraint is part of the instrumentality by which only, the 
consciousness of Freedom and the desire for its attainment, in its true — that is 
Rational and Ideal form — can be obtained. To the Ideal of Freedom, Law and 
Morality are indispensably requisite; and they are in and for themselves, universal 
existences, objects and aims; which are discovered only by the activity of thought, 
separating itself from the merely sensuous, and developing itself, in opposition 
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thereto; and which must on the other hand, be introduced into and incorporated 
with the originally sensuous will, and that contrarily to its natural inclination. The 
perpetually recurring misapprehension of Freedom consists in regarding that term 
only in its formal, subjective sense, abstracted from its essential objects and aims; 
thus a constraint put upon impulse, desire, passion — pertaining to the particular 
individual as such — a limitation of caprice and self-will is regarded as a fettering 
of Freedom. We should on the contrary look upon such limitation as the 
indispensable proviso of emancipation. Society and the State are the very 
conditions in which Freedom is realized. 

We must notice a second view, contravening the principle of the development of 
moral relations into a legal form. The patriarchal condition is regarded — either in 
reference to the entire race of man, or to some branches of it — as exclusively that 
condition of things, in which the legal element is combined with a due recognition 
of the moral and emotional parts of our nature; and in which justice as united with 
these, truly and really influences the intercourse of the social units. The basis of the 
patriarchal condition is the family relation; which develops the primary form of 
conscious morality, succeeded by that of the State as its second phase. The 
patriarchal condition is one of transition, in which the family has already advanced 
to the position of a race or people; where the union, therefore, has already ceased 
to be simply a bond of love and confidence, and has become one of plighted 
service. We must first examine the ethical principle of the Family. The Family may 
be reckoned as virtually a single person; since its members have either mutually 
surrendered their individual personality, (and consequently their legal position 
towards each other, with the rest of their particular interests and desires) as in the 
case of the Parents; or have not yet attained such an independent personality — 

(the Children — who are primarily in that merely natural condition already 
mentioned). They live, therefore, in a unity of feeling, love, confidence, and faith 
in each other. And in a relation of natural love, the one individual has the 
consciousness of himself in the consciousness of the other; he lives out of self; and 
in this mutual self-renunciation each regains the life that had been virtually 
transferred to the other; gains, in fact, that other’s existence and his own, as 
involved with that other. The farther interests connected with the necessities and 
external concerns of life, as well as the development that has to take place within 
their circle, i.e., of the children, constitute a common object for the members of the 
Family. The Spirit of the Family — the Penates — form one substantial being, as 
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much as the Spirit of a People in the State; and morality in both cases consists in a 
feeling, a consciousness, and a will, not limited to individual personality and 
interest, but embracing the common interests of the members generally. But this 
unity is in the case of the Family essentially one of feeling', not advancing beyond 
the limits of the merely natural. The piety of the Family relation should be 
respected in the highest degree by the State; by its means the State obtains as its 
members individuals who are already moral (for as mere persons they are not) and 
who in uniting to form a state bring with them that sound basis of a political edifice 
— the capacity of feeling one with a Whole.
